A SENIOR councillor has successfully 
defended allegations that he made refer¬ 
ence to a murdered child to a member of 
the United Church of the Kingdom of 
God in the aftermath of a planning 
meeting. 

Councillor Matt Davis had denied the 
accusation that he whispered ‘Victoria 
Climbie’ in the ear of Victor Akutu, a 
high profile member of the church, fol¬ 
lowing a planning meeting into the future 
of the EMD Cinema, in Walthamstow, on 
September 4 2012. 

The church operates all over east 
London. 

A letter from Mr Akutu alleged the 
councillor - who is also the manager of 
singer Bonnie Tyler - was biased against 
the church. 

However, the hearing of the council’s 
determination sub-committee dismissed 
the complaints and agreed the council’s 
code of conduct had not been breached. 

He said: “The evidence had no cred¬ 
itability. I am relieved and bemused how 
the church has conducted itself. 

“The claims were a nonsense. I did not 
doubt the committee’s verdict. 

“As far as I am aware this is the first 
time the council’s standards committee 
has cleared someone of all allegations.” 

Mr Akutu made a complaint to the 
council alleging that Mr Davis said 
the girl’s name during a heated 
conversation. 

The church had bid to open a church- 
cinema at the former EMD building in 
Hoe Street, Walthamstow. The committee 
unanimously refused permission. 

Eight-year-old Victoria Climbie died at 
the hands of her great-aunt Marie- 
Therese Kouao and partner Carl 
Manning on February 25, 2000 with 128 
separate injuries to her body. 

In the weeks leading up to and the day 
before her death, the youngster and her 
great aunt visited a pastor representing 
the United Church of the Kingdom of 
God at the Seven Sisters Road. 

The Determination Hearing will inves¬ 
tigate whether Mr Davis did say, 
“Victoria Climbie” to Victor Akutu after 
the church goer questioned Mr Davis’ 
opposition to the planning application. 

The hearing will also look into com¬ 
ments made on the record by Mr Davis 
during the planning meeting.

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Taxi driver jailed for 12 
years over lover’s death 


A MAN has been brought to 
justice and jailed for 12 
years after his lover disap¬ 
peared and was never seen 
again more than 17 years 
ago. 

Cab driver Kevin Doherty, 
57, of Cherry Tree Rise, 
Buckhurst Hill, was found 
guilty at the Old Bailey on 
Tuesday of the manslaughter 
of Jane Harrison after she 
disappeared in 1995 aged 
32. 

Jane, who had a one-year- 
old son with Doherty and 
another 14-year-old son 
from a previous relationship, 
disappeared on June 15 
1995. The last confirmed 
sighting of her was at around 
5pm in the Wood Green 
Shopping City precinct, 
where she was seen with 
Doherty. 

Jane, of Poets Road, 
Highbury, was never seen 
again. Extensive enquiries 
were carried out including a 
reconstruction of her last 
movements. 

On the fourth anniversary 
of her disappearance, police 
offered a £10,000 reward for 
information leading to her 
whereabouts, either dead or 
alive, but no sightings were 
reported. 

In March 2010 the investi¬ 
gation was looked at again in 
depth by the Met’s Murder 
Review Group. 

Potential new lines of 
enquiry were identified and 
the case referred to the 
Homicide and Serious 



Crime Command to look at 
further in August 2010. 

Doherty, who is married 
with a family, was arrested 
on Tuesday, May 29 2012 
and subsequently charged. 

As the last person to see 
Jane alive, he had initially 
been treated as a witnesses 
when she first disappeared. 

As the investigation pro¬ 
gressed he was arrested on 
suspicion of abduction in 
July 1995. However, there 
was not enough evidence at 
that stage to charge him and 
the enquiry ground to a halt. 

But when detectives 
looked afresh at the case in 
2010 and carried out mobile 
phone analysis, they found 
Doherty’s accounts and alibi 
did not stack up. 

He claimed he had spoken 
to Jane a number of times 
after she was last seen but 
this was disproved. 



The pair had met at Charlie 
Chan’s nightclub in 
Walthamstow in January 
1992 and began to see each 
other despite the fact 
Doherty had a wife and three 
children. It was a turbulent 
relationship, peppered with 
break-ups and physical vio¬ 
lence and Doherty was 
obsessive and controlling. 

On June 14, 1995 he 
booked a last-minute holiday 
to Florida for himself, Jane 
and her sons. 

The following day they 
went shopping in Wood 
Green to buy clothes for the 
holiday and Doherty then 
claimed to have dropped 
Jane off close to her mother’s 
address. 

He reported her missing on 
Friday, June 16, 1995. 

Her body has never been 
found but she is presumed 
murdered.

Taxi driver jailed for rape of teen 


A TAXI driver has been jailed for eight 
years for raping a 17-year-old from 
Basildon. 

Romanian-born Nicolae Talaba, who 
lived in Mawney Road, Romford, was 
convicted by jurors after a six-day trial. 

The court heard that Talaba, 35, raped 
the girl, who was in a vulnerable state 
after drinking too much on a night out in 
Romford, in February 2012. 

Street pastors and door staff arranged 
for her to travel home to Basildon in the 
cab, thinking it was safe because Talaba 
was a licensed driver. 

He stopped the car and raped her as 
they neared her address. 

Investigating officer DI Danny Stoten 
said: “Talaba took advantage of the trust 


placed upon him and committed this 
terrible offence against a teenage girl.” 

Jurors were told that Talaba continued 
working after the attack and was arrest¬ 
ed in July 2012 as he returned to 
England from a holiday in Romania. 

DI Stoten said: “This was a length and 
painstaking investigation that lasted 
almost a year. 

“When the rape was reported the 
offender’s identity was unknown. He 
was previously from Romania and so he 
was not on the DNA database. 

Talaba was sentenced on Monday, 
January 21. He was placed on the Sex 
Offenders Register for life.

Author digs deep into Walthamstow history 


AN AUTHOR has dug deep 
into Walthamstow’s past in 
new crime novel. 

Set in Walthamstow, the 
crime novel The Colours of 
Corruption is set in Victorian

was brought up in 
Walthamstow and says that 
she feels such an affinity 
with it that the town features 
in most of her books. 

She said: “My father is a 
bit of a storyteller himself 
and told me that in the 1930s 
a passageway in 


Walthamstow High Street 
was used by villains to 
escape the long arm of the 
law. 

“I figured that if this was 
true then it must have been in 
existence for at least as long 
as the first shops were built. 

“Reading about the slums 
and underground passage¬ 
ways in Old Nichol, near 
Shoreditch, I thought, ‘why 
not?’ 

The novel tells the story of 
Mary and Archie. Mary, a 
desperately poor cleaner, 
who is a witness to murder. 


Jacqueline drew on her 
own history for the novel - 
her grandmother was an 
attractive char-woman from 
Walthamstow.

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A berry broth that may help keep coughs and colds at bay

MY NAN used to make a winter tonic 
when we were kids. She made it from 
berries, telling me and my brothers it 
would keep us hale and hearty. Do you 
know if this really worked and what did 
she make it from? 

Bren Barclay, Buckhurst Hill. 

THERE are several berry tonics that I can 
think of, these can be made from elder¬ 
berries, blackberries, and gooseberries, in 
fact most fruits and berries have some 
medicinal, health-giving properties. Of 
the berries, the one that you may still find 
at this time of the year growing in the 
wild - if they have not all been eaten by 
birds and mice - are rose hips. Most of 
them will be, by now, quite mushy, but 


don’t let this put you off from picking 
them. 

Though they’re easier to remove from 
bushes when firmer, after a frost or two 
the hip’s fruit cells release their ‘good¬ 
ness’ more easily. The forest, hedgerows 
and around the borders of the local golf 
course are perfect places to find these 
bright orangey-red, hips. These are the 
fruits, the seed cases, which the wild 
roses have produced after the blossom 
has fallen. Birds and field mice love 
them. 

We know that they are rich in vitamin C 
as well as the bioflavonoids: Rutin and 
Hesperidin and other wondrous goodies. 
These little nuggets of wonder certainly 
do help ward off coughs and colds, and 


when taken regularly, help to improve 
overall immune response and it’s said to 
ease the pain of arthritis. 

Here’s how: one kilo of hips, two litres 
water, one kilo sugar. 

Give the hips a quick rinse under run¬ 
ning water, don’t be too finicky. Using a 
very large pan, add rose hips, (leave the 
little tufty ends on and don’t worry about 
the stalks either) and pour in boiling 
water. For every kilo of hips use about 
two litres of water. 

Bring back to the boil, then simmer 
over lowest heat possible for at least 45 
minutes to an hour, until the hips are 
falling apart. Use a large spoon or potato 
masher to crush further. 

Pour slightly cooled liquid into a sieve 


or muslin cloth, (Eve even used old nylon 
tights) to catch the seeds; try to get as 
much juice out as possible. Return pulp to 
the pan and add a further litre of water. 
Repeat the process, though simmer for a 
shorter time. 

If there still appears to be plenty of 
pulpy goodness, repeat one more time. 
Now, pour all the liquid back in the pan, 
adding a kilo of sugar (500gms if you 
prefer) for every litre of the liquid. Bring 
mixture back to the boil. Ta da, done. 

Now all that’s left is to bottle it. 
Sterilised jam jars, are fine. A dessert 
spoon per day will do the job. 

Some recipes suggest chopping up in a 
processor. Though quicker, letting the 
hips release their nectar slowly is the best.
